PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

On the 14th a passenger on the steam- 
er La Bourgogne, who gave the name 
of Louis Marke, a jeweler, of the state 
of Washington, was examined by New 
York customs inspectors and found to 
have $18,000 worth of gold Swiss 
watches secreted upon his person. 

THE second session of the. Fifty-sec- 
ond congress will convene December 5. 

Ex-Gov. James E. CAMPBELL of Ohio 
will remove, with his family, to New 
York city on December 1. He has taken 
a house on Seventy-ninth street. The 
ex-governor says the present arrange- 
ment is only for six months. He will 
maintain citizenship in Ohio and vote 
in Butler county. 

On the 14th it was given out in Ber- 
lin, on reliable authority, that the em- 
peror had assured Caprivi that he will 
not personally separate from him in 
the event of the defeat of the military 
bill. 


CRIMES AND CASUALTIES, 

On the 13th, at a reception given in 
honor of the marriage of their sister in 
Cleveland, O., Patrick Frank Murphy, 
a dissolute and worthless fellow, cut 
the throat of his brother, W. J. Mur- 
phy, a railroad conductor. 

At Bradford, Pa., on the 18th, a tramp 
took shelter in a playhouse belonging 
to some boys, and when the latter pro- 
tested the tramp, enraged, seized a pail 
of crude oil and threw it on John Leg- 
gett, aged (4. Young Leggett was 
frightfully burned all over the body, 
his faceand head being literally cooked. 
The villain was captured and handed 
over to the police, 

At St. Clairsville Junction, O., on the 
14th, in a drunken brawl between about 
twenty miners, growing out of a polit- 
ical discussion, one miner was killled, 
one fatally, and several more or less 
seriously injured. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 13th the steamship City of 
Pekin arrived at San Francisco, bring- 
ing advices dated Hong Kong, October 
19, and Yokohama, 29th. The Yellow 
river had broken loose again, inundat- 
ing the districts of Chang Chin, Chi 
Tung, Ching Chen, Cheng Ghan, Chou 
Ping, Poa Shing and possibly others, 
embracing a large area. The devasta- 
tion is dreadful, and the loss of life 
frightful. It is said half of the popula: 
tion perished. 

Mvucu anxiety has been caused by a 
recent exhibition of anarchy in the 
French army. While troops were wait- 
ing at the Compaigne station in Paris a 
private insulted and struck an officer, 
felling him to the ground and crying: 
‘*‘Long live anarchy!” ‘Down with the 
army and its officers!” Itis believed 
that his purpose was to cause an out- 
break in favor of anarchy. He will 
probably be shot. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





Tne National Farmers’ Alliance and 
Industrial Union met at Memphis on 
the 15th. 

Tue total values of the exports of 
domestic beef and hog products from 
the United States during the month of 
October, 1892, was $9,714,061. The value 
of the exports of dairy products was 
$829,016. 

A wiITE moonshiner and two Indians, 
out in Idaho, fled from men whom they 
supposed to be officers. They jumped 
intoacanoe on Big creek and pulled 
down stream. Thecraft was caught in 
the rapids and the Indians, being drunk, 
fell out and were drowned. The white 
man, with the canoe, went over the falls 
and was drowned. 

DurinG the month of Octoger only 
4,189 steerage passengers landed at New 
York port, the lowest since 1877. In the 
same month of 1891 there were 36,798. 
By a recent decision of the courts of 
Holland a Dutchman or women married 
in that country and divorced in the 
United States and married again, can 
be prosecuted for bigamy if he or she 
should return to Holland. 

Tie steamer Trave, on her next trip, 
will carry abroad 36,000 ounces of silver 
and 50,000 Mexican dollars. 

LARGE numbers of Chinamen are 
crossing the Rio Grande river from Mex- 
ico into the United States each week, 
and the custom officials are unable to 
prevent the wholesale violation of the 
exclusion act, owing to a lack of river 
guards. 

Tur outlook for bountiful corn and 
bean crops throughout Mexico is report- 
ed as very promising. 

Atpert Barnes, of Bowen, Powell 
County, Ky., was assassinated by un- 
known parties on the 13th. His body 
was fairly riddled with rifle balls. 

Tue Methodist Episcopal Church of 
this country will spend $1,275,000 in 
missionary work next year. Of it 55 
per cent, or $701,250, will be applied to 
foreign work and 45 per cent, or $573,- 
650, to domestic work. 

A HEAVY shock of earthquake was felt 
on the 13th at numerous points through- 
out California. No damage was done 
beyond breaking glass.

TWO IN DOUBT. 


Ohio and California Have Not Yet 
Announced a Verdict. 








Without Them Cleveland Will Receive 
231 Electoral Votes—Returns Now 
In Show How the Other 
States Voted, 





New York, Nov. 14.—It will require 
the official count in Ohio to determine 
how that state has cast her electoral 
vote. The same is true of California. 

Cleveland’s vote in the electoral col- 
lege is, according to the latest returns, 
271 without California and Ohio, which 
are claimed by both parties. 

If he gets those states the vote would 
stand: Cleveland, 303; Harrison, 118; 
Weaver, 23. This is based upon reports 
that Colorado, Idaho, Kansas, Nevada 
and North Dakota are for Weaver, and 
that Michigan gives Harrison 8 and 
Cleveland 6 votes. Nebraska and South 
Dakota are republican. 

The most important changes wrought 
by last night’s latest reports from the 
states which elected legislators is in 
the political standing of the United 
States senate. 

The returns now indicate that it will 
be composed of 44 democrats, 39 repub- 
licans and 5 populists. 

The electoral vote, as it stands before 
official returns are received from Ohio 
and California, is as follows:

CINCINNATI, Nov. 12.—On next Mon- 
day afternoon the board of elections 
will complete their official returns of 
Hamilton county. The clerks have al- 
ready revised and compared figures on 
presidential electors and on _ secre- 
tary of state. There is a disparity in 
the vote for electors. Qn the repub- 
lican ticket Lorenzo Danford received 
the greatest number of votes, 41,96% 
and Mayor John D. Mosby the lowest, 
41,672. On the democratic ticket James 
P. Seward received the greatest number 
of votes, 48,392, and Wm. A. Maline and 
Thomas Leiter the lowest, each 37,948. 
For the people’s party 1,116 votes were 
cast and for the prohibition party 584. 

CoiymsBus, Nov. 12.—The republican 
state committee received official returns 
from Hamilton county at midnight. It 
shows a gain over estimates for Taylor, 
(rep.) for secretary of state, of 79, which 
makes his plurality in the state 1,074. 
The plurality for the republican elect- 
ors is 872, with the exception of Sew- 
ard, who heads the democratic electors. 
The official returns from 21 counties 
show that he has run ahead nearly 500 
votes, due to democratic blunders in 
voting, and the same facts are true of 
Danford, who heads the republican 
electors. The net republican gain in 
the 21 counties over estimates and un 
official reports is x4. 





Nebraska. 

OmAHA, Neb., Nov. 14.—Seven coun: 
ties of Nebraska have not yet been 
heard from in the way of election fig- 
ures, but they are all border counties 
and east light votes, and can in no wise 
change the result. Harrison carried the 
state by about 3,800, while the repub- 
lican state ticket was elected by plu- 
ralities ranging from 9,000 to 12,000. 
Bryan (dem.) was elected in the First 
district by 163 plurality; Mercer (rep.) 
in the Second by 1,187; Meikeljohn (rep.) 
in the Third by 2,600; HUainer (rep.) in 
the Fourth by 2,100; McKeegan (ind. 
dem.) in the Fifth by 200; Keim (ind.) 
in the Sixth by over 2,000. There will 
be a contest in Boyd county between 
Butt and Spencer. Spencer says Butt 
stuffed the ballot-box. 


Michigan. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 14.—Chairman 
Campau of the Democratic state central 
committee is confident that Wm. New- 
ton for justice of the supreme court; 
Adeiphus A. Ellis, for attorney-gen- 
eral, and George T. Schafer, for com- 
missioner of the state land office, on 
the fusion ticket, are elected. 

The election of Attorney-General 
Ellis and Judge Newton is specially 
important, and is regarded by the 
democratic state committee as of the 
highest importance. The special count 
will not be made until Tuesday. 

Returns from all the counties in the 
Tenth congressional district show that 
Weadock (dem.), whose election-was in 
doubt, has 205 majority over Van 
Fleeck (rep.) for congress. : 








Kansas. 

TopeKa, Kas., Nov. 14.—It is now 
conceded that the legislature on joint 
ballot is fusion by one or two votes. 
The official returns on governor show 
Lewelling to be 2,800 ahead. Official 
returns from the Second_congressional 
district show the election of Moore 
(dem.) over Funston (rep.) by 37 votes. 
A change of over 100 were made in 
Moore’s favor by the count, which de- 
feats Funston’s previously reported 
election. 

TorreKa, Kas., Nov. 14.—-Republicans 
concede the defeat of both their state 
and national tickets by a majority of 
about 4,000. They also concede that the 
populists have a small majority in both 
branches of the legislature and that a 
populist will be elected to the United 
States senate to succeed Bishop W. 
Perkins. 

S. H. Funston (rep.) has been elected 
to congress in the Second district by a 
majority of less than 200. The populist 
candidate, H. L. Moore, is taking testi- 
mony with a view to contesting Fun- 
ston’s election. He claims to have proof 
of the casting of 150 illegal votes in 
Wyandotte county alone. 





Wisconsin. 


MILWAUKEE, Nov. 14.—It is reported 
that the democrats of this county will 
try to count out the republicans elected 
to county offices by throwing out the 
Soldiers’ home vote. The democrats 
claim that the veterans at the homeare 
non-residents, and that they should not 
vote. ‘he republicans have engaged 
attorneys to defend their interests.

WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 


The Body Will Meet on December 5—Im- 
portant Measures to Be Considered—The 
Washburn Option Bil. 

WasHIneTton, Nov. 14.—On Monday, 
December 5, three weeks from now, 
the Fifty-second congress will meet in 
final session. In the interest which 
has centered around the probable make 
up and action of the Fifty-third con- 





~gress sight has been lost for the time 


of the important work yet remaining 
uncompleted on the calendar of the 
Fifty-second congress. 

One of the first matters to be brought 
before the senate will be the Wash- 
burn anti-option bill which has al- 
ready passed the house, and has shown 
that it has a clear majority in favor of 
its passage in the senate. The title of 
the bill is ‘“‘H. R. 784, an act defining 
‘options’ and ‘futures,’ imposing special 
taxes on dealers therein and requiring 
such persons engaged in selling cer- 


tain products to obtain license, 
and for other purposes.” Its 
provisions are so sweeping that 


they would practically, it is charged, 
shut up the Chicago wheat pit, the New 
Orleans cotton eachange and other in- 
stitutions of like character. A strong 
opposition to the bill was developed in 
the senate, but there was still a 
stronger movement in its favor. Mr. 
Washburn, of Minnesota, who had the 
bill in charge, only consented to lay it 
aside to allow an adjournment of con- 
gress, when August had far advanced, 


on condition that it should be 
made the first special order 
for the next session and_ should 


be fought out toa finish. This accord- 
ingly has to be done. The senate has a 
number of other important house bills 
on its calendar, including the ‘‘free 
wool bill” and other so-called “‘pop gun” 
tariff repeal measures of the house. 
These have slumbered hitherto in the 
committee on finance, but a determined 
effort will nodoubt be made to bring 
them out and to send them up to the 
president for his action. The house 
may possibly be given an opportunity 
to reconsider the action and to take up 
the senate’s free coinage of silver bill. 
The silver men will try to bring this 
about. 

The appropriations for the current 
year will probably evoke little discus- 
sion except in one important respect. 
Secretary of the Treasury Foster, tc 
whom the law requires that all esti- 
mates shall be sent prior to the meet- 
ing of congress, has already intimated 
informally that those estimates will 
simply be a duplication of the appro- 
priations which congress has already 
agreed to be necessary for this year, 
and that no recommendations will be 
made for any increase of expenditure 
or force. The exception, upon which a 
lively discussion will be looked for, is 
that part of the sundry civil bill which 
makes appropriation for expenses of 
United States courts, commissioners, 
and marshals and deputy marshals. 

Mr. Allison stated to the senate when 
reporting the sundry civil bill, as agreed 
upon in conference, that the reductions 
made by the house would inevitably re- 
sult in a deficiency. The senate wished 
to appropriate $900,000 for ‘‘fees and ex- 
penses of United States marshals and 
deputies.” The house cut the amount 
down to $75,000 and stuck to that fig- 
ure. The senate gave $145,000 for fees of 
United States commissioners; the house 
knocked off $45,000. The senate appro 
priated $225,000 for fees of clerks, ete. 
The house reduced the amount to $175,- 
000. Any attempt to appropriate for 
deficiencies under these heads will as- 
suredly precipitate a debate which will 
bring up the whole question of the 
election laws and their enforcement. 

In the absence of Mr. Allison in Eu- 
rope attending to his duties as a mem- 
ber of the international monetary con- 
ference, Mr. Hale, of Maine, will be 
acting chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on appropriations. 


INFLUENCE OF THE ELECTION. 


Europe May Be Forced Into the Adoptios 
of Free Trade. 

Paris, Nov. 14.—The French public is 
just beginning to grasp the significance 
of the result of the elections in the 
United States. The financial columns 
of the daily press and the financial or- 
gan declare that the democratic success 
will give a new impetus to trade and 
bring additional capital into business 
throughout the world and will add 
fresh fuel to the smoldering agitation 
against the “McKinley protection of 
France.” 

The leading Swiss review warns 
Europe that if the democrats lower the 
tariff in America, America will become 
redoubtable unless Europe also adopts 
free trade. High duties on American 
products, will intensify the eivil and 
complete the ruin of the countries of 
Europe. 


THE POPULIST POSITION. 


The President of the Farmers’ Alliance 
Says Tariff Reform Will Be Supported. 
Mempuis, Tenn, Nov. 14—L. H. 

Loucks, of Huron, S. D., president of 
the National Farmers’ Alliance, arrived 
yesterday to attend the annual meeting 
of the order in this city Tuesday. In 
an interview, Mr. Loucks said that the 
coming meeting of the national alliance 
would have a sma]l attendance com- 
pared with former gatherings 

“In the event of the populists holding 
the balance of power in the United 
States senate, how will thry vote on 
tariff measures?” was asked. 

“They will support a measure look- 
ing to the reduction of the tariff. The 
third party is nearer free trade than 
the democratic party. I think the re- 
publican party is done for.” 

















THEY STAID AT HOME. 


Special Expert Waite, of the Census Bu. 
reau, Explains the Result of the Election 
—A Million Republican Farmers Staid 
at Home—Interesting Deductions Mads 
from a Statistician’s Standpoint. 
WasnHIneton, Nov. 15.— The latest 

explanation of the election is given by 

Mr. Fred. C. Waite, the special expert 

of the census bureau, incharge of the 

statistics of true wealth. He says the 

election went the way it did because a 

million republican farmers staid at 

home last Tuesday. All the other sur- 
prises of the election seem to him to 
have been but the following out of nat- 
ural laws well established by statistics. 

Ina paper prepared for delivery be- 
fore Johns Hopkins university he says: 

“The decrease in the per cent. of our 
population engaged in farming from 

1850 to 1880 was exceedingly small. 

You may ask how, then, could the per 

cent. of our population in cities have 

increased from 12.5 to 22.6 per cent. 

Because the per centage of our popula- 

tion in villages decreased from 33 to 25 

per cent. During the eighties there was 

a change in this uniformity of decrease 

in population and wealth engaged in 

the various industries. In 2,000 miles 
of counties on both sides of the Missis- 
sippisouth of St. Paul every county 
has, for a stretch of twenty miles, 
shown an absolute decrease during the 
eighties in the farming population. It 
is not only so in almost every county 
east of the Mississippi, but also in the 
counties containing the major part of 
the population westward to the Pacific. 

“With this exodus of young people 
from the farms, the money and the 
wealth has been piled up in the cities. 

In the north central states which con- 

tain one-third of the'wealth of this con- 

tinent, the increase in the value of 
urban real estate has been six times 
as great as that of the farms, which 
has actually failed to increase as fast 
as the mortgage indebtedness upon 
them. Is it any wonder that this elec- 
tion means more than the defeat of one 
party? There is nothing surprising to 
the statistician in the Cleveland vote 
except that it has been cut 
down by the new methods of ballot- 
ing. The republican farmers have not 
become democrats, In the northwest 
they voted largely as populists, but in 
the centrul and eastern states they 
voted against all three parties. The 
fact that a million Republican farmers 
stayed home and took care of their 
own business together with the mag- 
nitude of the populist vote was the one 
warning feature of the election. The 
stay-at-home voters who decide nearly 
all doubtful elections, seem to be al- 
most as numerous as in 3852 or in L172. 

Although there was no third party 
in 1852 strong enough to get an elec- 
toral vote, yet because of the dissatis- 
faction with the whig party as shown 
by the unusually large stay-at-home 
vote the people’s or republican party 
was the natural result. The populists 
have already elected twenty-six elec- 
tors and the tremendous stay-at-home 
vote in every state shows that things 
areripe for a reorganization of par- 
ties. The only question is whether 
great minds will step to the front and 
lead the reorganization or whether it 
will be left to the political kickers and 
men with socialistic inclinations.” 


EXTRA SESSION TALK. 








Friends of the President-Elect Declare 
that He Has No Present Intention of 
Calling an Extra Session of the IFifty- 
Third Congress, Various Heasons Ken- 
dering it Inexpedient. 

New York, Nov. 15.—The Sun this 
morning says: The Sun is_ per- 
mitted to announce authoritativily 
this morning that it is the present 
determination of ex-President Cleve- 
land not. to call an extra session of con- 
gress after his inauguration on March 
4, next. It is further announced that in 
the estimation at present of Mr. Cleve- 
land and his closest friends an extraor- 
dinary session would turn _ out 
to be a profitless proceeding. 
His friends say that Mr. Cleveland 
must have time after his inauguration 
to look over the ground. 

There isa natural objection also to 
the reassembling of congress immedi- 
ately after the inauguration, on the 
ground that it would have more or less 
of an injurious influence on the busi- 
ness of the country. 

Another objection to nn extraordi- 
nary session in the minds of Cleveland's 
friends is that the republican party 
and its allies have demonstrated alto- 
gether too eager a desire that Mr. 
Cleveland should call an extraordinary 
session. Jt is not customary fora new 
administration to accept counsel from 
the enemy. 

But stronger than anything else is 
the feeling that an extraordinary ses- 
sion could be of no particular advan- 
tage, and that the proper thing to do is 
to give Mr. Cleveland and the demo- 
cratic leaders time to Jook around and 
determine just what course to pursue. 

The best authorities said last night 
that it would take all next summer 
and fall to get under headway, and 
that it will be plenty of time to go 
ahead at the beginning of the Tl ifty- 
third congress, which assembles on the 
first Monday of December, 1895.

DAVID C. COOK, 


The Pioneer Publisher of Sunday School 
Literature. 

David C. Cook, of Chicago, the widely- 
known publicher of Sunday-school lit- 
erature, was born in East Worcester, 
New York, in 1850, ason of E. S. Cook, 

heres a Methodist minis- 
ter, and from achild 
a member of the 
eburch and Sunday- 
school. He began 
working in the Sun- 
day-school in Chi- 
s cago at the age of 
seventeen, teaching 
in his own church 

DAVID C. CooK. school and at the 
same time in one, and much of the tim 
two, mission schools meeting at differ- 
ent hours. 

In 1871, afterthe great fire, he left 
home and with three other young men, 
whom he persuaded to join him, rented 
rooms in one of the poorest and rough- 
est parts of the burnt district of North 
Chicago, and gave himself to relief and 
mission work. Here he started ‘“Ev- 
erybody’s Mission,” in a German beer- 
hall and theater, afterwards removed to 
a building of its own. This mission, 
with an attendance of 350 to 450, made 
up of some of the worst elements, he 
sustained for five years without finan- 
cial aid from any church or society. He 
has since organized and superintended 
North Avenue Mission, Lake View Mis- 
sion, and Lake View Union Schools in 
Chicago, and Grace Sunday School, El- 
gin, besides several smaller enterprises. 

His first publications were prepared 
only for his own schools; then, to 
cheapen expense, he solicited orders 
from others. This was the beginning 
of a wonderful growth and popularity, 
which, in sixteen years, has made his 
name a household word.

IN WOMAN’S BEHALF. 


WOMAN'S PART. 


Furnishing Aid and Inspiration to Colum. 
bus—One Woman's Career. 

With a flaunting of banners anda 
blaze of pyrotechnics, with peals of 
martial music and cheers of a free-born 
people, with floods of eloquence from 
pulpit, platform, and press, a world dis- 
covered has honored its discoverer 
during the great Columbian celebra- 
tion. But what of the woman who, 
with a woman’s divine, intuitively in- 
spired faith and impulsive generosity, 
aided the Genoese dreamer whom kings 
and councillors had despised and re- 
jected? And what about the other 
woman who brought to Columbus as 
her her wedding dowry the valuable 
maps and charts, journals and memo- 
randa compiled by her father, the dis- 
tinguished Portuguese navigator? 
Columbus, like the average son-in-law, 
apparently went into the business of 
his father-in-law, for we read that it 
was while constructing maps and 
charts for the support of his family he 
imbibed the idea of land to the west- 
ward, which he so gloriously es- 
tablished. 

O yes, Christopho Colombo, you are a 
freat man! We honor your genius, 
your indomitable will, your magnifi- 
cent steadfastness of purpose, which 
but for a woman's faith and courage 
we might never have known anything 
about. 

This Isabella of Castile, ‘‘ Isabella 
of Peace and Goodness,” as she was 
called, did she not pose forever as the 
gracious woman with the immortal 
jewels opening a pathway to a world in 
which women are honored as never 
before, would still be a remarkable 
figure in the history of the world. 

Like Maria Theresa of Austria and 
Elizabeth of England, she marks an 
epoch in the chronicle of progress. Had 
she lived to-day she would be found at 
the front in this great movement for 
the social, political, and educational 
advancement and recognition of women, 
and for the reform of all economic con- 
ditions detrimental to the state or to 
its people. She was a woman remark- 
ably strong in character, imbued with 
the nineteenth century spirit of equality 
and progress, possessed of no incon- 
siderable beauty and winning grace, 
but like all courageous women pro- 
nounced by her critics as lacking in 
true womanly gentleness. 

The romantic story of the love of 
Ferdinand and Isabella is well known 
to the readers of history, yet the deep 
affection of the wife for the husband 
never influenced the queen to relinquish 
her prerogatives as sovereign. She was 
always present in meetings of council, 
and insisted on the use of her name 
along with that of Terdinand in all 
public documents. In every royal 
progress and in every honor she placed 
Ferdinand before the people as her 
king and theirs, yet without sacrificing 
an iota of her individual sovereignty. 
**Thou honor of Castilian wives!” ex- 
claims one of her biographers. 

Her friendships with the eminent 
women Of her kingdom were constant 
and sincere, and her interest in the 
welfare of young girls was attested by 
the devotion of a large portion of her 
revenue to the training and dowering 
which would prevent their falling vie- 
tims to that pleasure-loving age. 

In her own family, finding herself em- 
barrassed by a lack of education, she 
studied Latin with her daughters. She 
superintended, personally, the educa- 
tion of her son, directing his exercises 
inthe manual requirements of knight- 
hood. She instituted contests in needle- 
work among her daughters and 
the court ladies, where the little prin- 
cess whom we know as the sorrowful 
Catharine of Aragon carried off the 
prizes. 

On the other hand, she traversed her 
kingdom witha network of admirably 
planned highways, and patrolled the 
land on every public thoroughfare 
with an organized brotherhood of 
knights and gentlemen to rid the king- 
dom from the lawlessness of brigands, 
the scourge of her reign. 

With her own private friends she or- 
ganized a corps of competent surgeons 
to follow the marches of the soldiers, 
with nurses and conveniences for the 
care of the sick and wounded. This 
was called the Queen’s hospital and 
was the first ambulance corps in history. 

Like Margaret of Italy, the young 
queen with the red-gold hair walked the 
wards of plague-stricken hospitals to 
comfort the living and pray with the 
dying. Magnificently attired in public, 
her private tastes were modest to a de- 
gree; and recklessly generous in her 
outlays for public works, for charity 
and religion, and for improvements in 
her kingdom, the private expenses of 
her palace were managed by her with 
model thrift and economy, and even on 
her deathbed she left orders to the 
minutest detail for the payment of 
small debts and accounts, easily over 
looked in the elaborate outlay of a royal 
establishment. 

She was ever the patroness of learn- 
ing, enterprise and progress. With her 
counseled Ximenez and DeMendoza, the 
great cardinals. Through her Palacio 
was encouraged to write his dictionary, 
Volva his geography, Pulgar his chron- 
icles, Pedro Martyr his decades, and 
Leboujar his scientific works. By her 
Columbus was provided with the means 
for his voyage to the world where wom- 
en are queens by right divine and in- 
herent, and where at the next four hun- 
dredth anniversary they will rule the 
earth as wisely and graciously, for the 
best good of the greatest number, as 
did Isabella of Castile her small king- 
dom in the fifteenth century. 

Some one has asked, pertinently, what 
possible change can come in the next 
four hundred years so great as this 
which has taken place since the 14th of 
October, 1492, and the answer suggested 
by the progress of women. It is that 
woman shall, by her exaltation to 
power, create a new world in the cen- 
turies tocome on the continent which 
Columbus discovered through a wom- 
an’s generosity four hundred years ago.

WILL WIN FAME 


By the Authorship of the Columbian Ode 
For the World's Fair. 

Miss Harriet Monroe, who wrote the 
ode for the opening of the World's fair 
at Chicago, was born in Chicago in 1864; 
and is consequently twenty-eight years 
of age. Her father 1s Henry S. Monroe, 
long connected with the Chicago bar 
and famous for having possessed the 
greatest law library west of New York 
city. Mr. Monroe spent a lifetime in 
collecting this library, and is a devout 
student of all branches of literature. 
In this he is closely followed by his 
daughter, who at an early age devel- 
opeda literary taste. Miss Monroe was 
educated at the public schools of Chi- 
cago, received a year’s tuition at the 
Dearborn institute in that city and 
went to the Georgetown convent 
in 1877, from which she graduated 
in 1879. It was there that her 
possession of genius was first 
discovered, and she was delegated to 
write the graduation ode of her class. 
Upon her return to Chicago she devoted 
herself to the study of poetry, occasion- 
ally contributing to the magazines cf 
the country. But it was not until she 
was invited to write the dedicatory ode 
for the opening of the auditorium that 
she was brought into prominence. Last 
winter she brought out her first volume 
of poems, entitled ‘Valerie and Other 
Poems,” which was received with great 
favor by the critics. ‘‘Valerie” is a 
dramatic conception, which Miss Mon- 
roe has been advised to have produced 
upon the stage. The volume was 
printed by the De Vinne press, and as 
it was an edition de luxe for subscribers 
only, it has never reached the public. 
The ode for the inaugural ceremonies 
ofthe auditorium was designed to be 
set to music, and because of its success 
asacantata Miss Monroe was invited 
to prepare an ode for the dedication 
ceremonies, part of which could be ac- 
companied by fitting music. With this 
end in view Miss Monroe started to 
write the ode last October and finished 
early in February. It contains two 
sections, for which Prof. Chadwick, of 
Boston, has written the music, and 
does not exceed in length 375 lines. 


NEEDS IMPROVING. 


How Society in India Suffers From Wom- 
an’s Position. 

The uplifting of India must be done 
by an inborn culture; it must be done 
by training the women and threugh 
them the whole race. 

To accomplish this Pundita Ramabia 
has appointed for her own special task. 
She plans to make teachers of the un- 
fortunate widows of the upper class. 
and to put an end to their misery in 
blessed activity. The despised widows 
will thus become a blessing instead of 
a reproach. 

The census of 1891 showed that of the 
widows in India 669,100 were not yet 
twenty years old; 78,976 had not yet 
reached their ninth year—and all these 
children must not remarry. If only 
schools were founded where these girls 
could learn to make themselves inde- 
pendent of their relations by useful 
work and the acquirement cof useful 
knowledge, many tragic events would 
be avoided. The English government, 
prevailed upon by the persuasion and 
great zeal of Mrs. Mary Carpenter, has 
founded a few schools and teachers’ 
seminaries for the girls of India. 

But the impossibility of breaking 
through the strong rules of caste stands 
in the way of the co-operation of the 
natives. Therefore houses must be 
opened to these young widows where 
they can live according to the rules of 
their caste, and where they can be 
trained for teachers, for nurses, house- 
keepers, and in all branches of house- 
work and all arts, Libraries must be 
kept of such a nature, and expositions 
opened that shall help to release their 
minds from the bonds of ignorance.— 
Agnes Burchard, in The Chautauquan. 


Emma Abbott’s Generosity. 
Speaking of Emma Abbott's tender- 
heartedness and generosity, George N. 
Loomis, advance agent for Sousa band, 
says: ‘One year from the day her hus- 
band died she was in New Orleans, and 
she commemorated his death by send- 
ing a check to the lady manager of an 
orphan asylum for $500. It was sent 
unsought and received unexpectedly. 
One of the provisions of the gift was 
that nothing should be said about it.

Hers was the first 
outside relief that was sent to the suf- 
ferers on that occasion. The summer 
before her death she paid the tuition of 
a deserving young lady, and afterward 
gave her a good position. She was, in 
a sense, a baby woman, and the least 
harsh word brought tears, and it was 
common talk among the members of 
the troupe that she never went to bed 
without keeling down to say her pray- 
ers.”
